‘SUCCEEDS IN DECIPHERING 


PART OF SECOND ANDRE DIARY 


Swedish Expert Says He Has Made 
Third of Document 
Readable. 


By the Associated Press. 

STOCKHOLM, Oct. 17. — Prof. 
Theodor Svedberg, the Upsala ex- 
pert who attempted to make read- 
able the second diary left by the 
Arctic explorer Salomon Auguste 
Andree, announced today he had 
succeeded in making one-third of 
the fragmentary text legible. 

Prof. Svedberg said ne had per- 
formed the work by using the vis- 
ible spectrum and ultra red fight. 

Prot. J. G. Anderson, speaking 
for the Government's Andree Com- 
mittee, said the part now decipher- 
ed deals with the life of Andree 
and his two companions on White 
Island beginning in October, 1897, 
and contains notes regarding the 
nature of the frigid spot and prep- 
arations for a winter camp. 

Andree and two companions, 
Niles Stringberg and Knut Frankel, 
attempted to fly, over the north 
pole in a balloon 383 years ago. 
Their fate became a mystery until 
the explorers were found dead on 
White Island this summer.

“The Committee has been par- 
ticularly misled in this vital pro- 
ject by the apparent interest and 
co-operation of Mayor Miller,” the 
reply of the Metropolitan Commit- 
tee, headed by F, W. A. Vesper, 
states. 

Complaint at Delay. -. 

“Assuming that public officials 
should be as much interested in the 
progressive as well as political 
welfare of the community, Mayor 
Miller and President Neun, being 
fully informed of this movement, 
shoul@ have stated their objections 
sooner. That Comptroller Nolte 
should look to the immediate in- 
stead of the future, to the present 
bank balance and not tomorrow's, 
is a common failing of strictly bus- 
iness consideration for which the 
people have always been duly ap- 
preciative of his sincerity and 
ability. 

"For the city administration to 
have allowed the expenditure of 
time and money in this long and 
tedious constructive work without 
speaking their minds is a discour- 
tesy to. the civic energtes and for- 
ward epirit of the community.” 

Represented at Sessions. 

The reply points out that Mayor 

Miller named six members of the

GRAVE FOR LINER 
BLASTED IN BED 
OF NEW YORK BAY 


Water Shoots Upward 50 Feet 
When Dynamite Is Ex- 
ploded in Sea. a 


By Leased Wire From the New 
York Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 17.—Twenty- 
five tons of dynamite yesterday 
afternoon blasted a grave for the 
sunken hulk of the Furness wer- 
muda liner, Fort Victoria, where it 
lay on the floor of 4he lower bay 
alongside Ambrose Channel, and 
dropped the ship into the 50-foot 
trench. 

A foaming well of sea water 
leaped 50 feet into the air as the 
man-made tremor shoved the Fort 
Victoria into its tomb. 

The eruption caused scarcely a 
ripple on the surface of the bay a 
quarter of a mile away from the 
scene of the explosion. Eight 
coast guard boats had held all 
shipping a mile distant from the 
Fort ‘Victoria. On either shore 
mild tremors were felt, like those 
from a far-off earthquake, but 
the tidal wave sent rippling across 
the bay was not two feet high. 

The burial explosion for the liner 
that has been a menace to naviga- 
tion, where it rested on the ocean 
floor with its superstructure awash 
at low tide, was set off by Charles 
T. Johnson of Lewes, Del. 

Johnson’s $115,000 contract calls 
for 53-feet clearance — the nor- 
mal depth of the bay at this point 
—but he thinks a few minor ex- 
plosions will settle the steamer 
firmly to the desired point.

RABBIS LOSE WINE PRIVILEGE

In Future They Will Be Required 
to Issue Prescriptions 
Like Doctors, 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 17.—New 
regulations which will require 
Rabbis to obtain Federal prescrip- 
tion permits in dispensing sacra- 
mental wine, will become effective 
with the next few weeks, Pro- 
hibition Administrator Andrew Mc- 
Campbell said last night. 

The regulations will remove 
from Rabbis the privilege of per- 
sonally dispensing the wines to 
members of their congregations.

Ten Veniremen From Other

Testimony in support of the 
State’s-contention that the Ryckoff 
street lighting fraud case can be 
impartially decided by a jury of St. 
Louisans, was concluded in Circuit 
Judge Green's court today.after 30 
witnesses had been called. 

A final showing will be present- 
e@ next Thursday for the defen- 
dants, A. M. Ryckoff, Chicago con- 
tractor; John C. Pritchard, former 
Director of Public Utilities, and 
George B. Heath, former electrical 
engineer for the Utilities Depart- 
ment, who are accused of having 
obtained $157,064 from the city-by 
false pretenses through over- 
charges on a lighting installation 
contract, and who have asked for 
a-change of venue, alleging “the 
inhabitants of the entire city” are 
prejudiced against them. 

Twenty of the State’s witnesses 
testified yesterday and 10 today. 
Seéeveri gaid they believed in the 
guilt of one or more of the de- 
fendants; 10 believed a fraud had 
been pérpetrated on the city, al- 
though they had no idea as to the 
guilt of Ryckoff, Pritchard or 
Heath; and 13 had no opinion 
about the case. 

14 Heard No 

Eleven gaid they had heard oth- 
er persons say they thought a fraud 
had been perpetrated: six had 
heard others say they thought some 
of the defendants were guilty; 
three heard others say they thougnt 
the guilt could be attributed to 
someone “higher up,” and 14 had 
heard no opinions expressed. 

Forty-two witnesses — 40 of 
them friends or acquaintances of 
Pritchard or Heath—testified last 
weck that it is the general opin- 
ion in St. Louis that “one or more” 
of the defendants are guilty. 

Circuit Attorney Miller; opposing 
the change of venue because of 
the heavy expense involved, took 
as his witnesses, 80 veniremen 
chosen at random from jury pan- 
els in other courts. The state of 
mind of these men, he said, would 
be a true indicator of the amount 
of prejudice against the defendants, 
whereas the defense witnesses, be- 
cause of friendship, might have a 
distorted view. . 

Reliability of News Steries. 


Widely differing opinions on the 
reliability of newspaper stories 
were presented in the testimony of 
the first two witnesses tode:-. C. 
W. Beckemeier, 3667A Wilmington 
avenue, vice president of the Wey- 
beck Lumber Co., said he discussed 
the case with friends, remarking, 
“If it is the truth. it is a shame.” 

“I wouldn't believe a newspaper 
at no time,” he said in response to 
further questions.

Schacht told the board he 
had taken two or three drinks in 
a gathering in a local hotel which 
included friends of Cafolla and 
Charles V. Carolla, a brother of 
Pete. He denied there was any 
mention of a parole or easier em- 
ployment for Pete, during the 
party, which took place about a 
week azo, 

Several months ago Gov. Caul- 
field barred Carolla from a parole 
and ‘notified the Penal Board not 
to consider any applications for his 
release. This action was taken aft- 
er persistent reports reached the 
wovernor that friends and relatives 
of Carolla were ready and willing 
to pay up to $20,000 to obtain a 
parole for Carolla. The Governor 
was informed Carolla’s friends 
were looking for “the right man” 
to get the paroic. Several close 
friends of the Governor were ap- 
proached with offers of retainers to 
represent Carolla in a parole appli- 
cation, but declined.

IN JUDGESHIP SCANDAL 


Prosecutor Sends for Sing Sing 
Inmate Who Disclosed Cor- 
ruption in Courts. 


By Leased Wire From the New 
York Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Oct. 17.—Magis- 
trate Edward A. Weil was brought 
into the Appellate Division’s in- 
quiry into the Magistrates’ Courts 
yesterday when Weil was called to 
the office of Isidore Kresel, chief 
counsel in the investigatfon, and 
questioned for more than an hour. 
The interview was in connection 
with the case of Tony Lombardo 
who, according to the information 
in the hands of the investigating 
body, was twice dismissed by the 
Magistrate for lack of evidence on 
grand larceny charges, 
Magistrate Weil was first ap- 
pointed by former Mayor Hylan 
Jan. 12. 1922, and reappointed by 
Mayor Walker, April 8, 1925, for a 
full term on recommendations at- 
tributed to Michael Cosgrove, Tam- 
many leader of the Sixteenth As- 
sembly District. 
The report that a Magistrate had 
shared in a $15,000 “fixing” seems 
to be overshadowing other phases 
of Kresel’s investigation. Just how 
far Referee Samuel Seabury in- 
tends to go into the matter became 
apparent when Kresel obtained 
from Justice Churchill an order to 
bring Joseph Wolfman from Sing 
Sing for questioning. 
Masqueraded as a Lawyer. 
Wolfman, who masqueraded as 
a lawyer in the Magistrates’ Courts 
for four years before he admitted 
he was not a licensed attorney, is 
serving from a year and a half to 
three years in Sing Sing for grand 
larceny. Shortly before he was 
sentenced March 6 last he went be- 
fore the grand jury and testified 
about shady operations in the Mag- 
istrates’ Courts. At that time he 
took into the grand jury room a 
little red diary to’ which he referred 
and which showed that his income 
had been $500 a week. He alleged 
that he had fixed cases with the 
connivance of policemen and court 
attaches, but absolved the Magsis- 
trates. 
Chief Magistrate Joseph E. Cor- 
rigan admitted frankly last night 
before the New York County Law- 
yers’ Association that he knows 
some of the charges against some 
Magistrates, for years whispered in 
corners” but “now being  pro- 
claimed in the open,” are true. 
He urged the “appointing power” 
—presumably the Mayor—should 
be held to the strictest accounta- 
bility for the individual Magis- 
trates appointed. After reviewing 
the evil conditions existing in the 
Magistrates’ courts, he asserted

ORDERS FOR GRAVOS 
-MDENING AMARDS 


~ 


Property Owners Will Get $1,- 
768,827 in Week Under 
‘ New Arrangement. 


Property owners entitled to 
awards from the Gravois widening 
fund, who appeared before Cir- 
cuit Judge Landwehr today, ob- 
tained orders which ‘will permit 
them to receive their money in 
about a week. 

Judge Landwehr announced that 
he would hold another session of 
court tomorrow to make additional 
orders for all property owners who 
present their petitions. 

The largest item in the petitions 
heard today was $90,050, which 
goes to William A. Federer, realty 
dealer, part of whose property at 
the southwest corner of Jefferson 
and Gravois avenues was con- 
demned for the widening. Inci- 
dentally this was the largest in the 
total of 250 damage awards found 
by the condemnation commission- 
ers. 

On motion of the city, judgment 
was entered yesterday for $1,768,- 
827, representing the net damages 
to property owners. Of this $147,- 
900 will be paid by the city from 
bond issue funds and the re- 
mainder will be advanced by the 
investment firm of Stifel, Nicolaus 
& Co., which wil finance the im- 
provement at a discount of 5 per 
cent. 

This project is the first widening 
improvement to be financed under 
an arrangement with the invest- 
ment firm which was approved by 
the Board of Aldermen last June. 
Assistant City Counselor Harry 
Richards, in charge of the Gravois 
case, informed the Court that the 
money would be placed in the 
hands of Circuit Clerk Schmoll 
Tuesday, after which several days 
of clerical work will be necessary 
before the fund can be distributed. 

Contracts for the widening of 
Gravois avenue will be let next 
spring. East of Grand boulevard 
the thoroughfare will be widened 
40 feet, to 100 feet. The project 
also includes eight short blocks 
along Twelfth street, between Cal- 
houn and Hickory streets, to con- 
nect with the existing broad por- 
tion of Twelfth, and a diagonal 
cutoff across two city blocks from 
Twelfth and Calhoun to the inter- 
section of Gravois and Russell 
boulevard. The cutoff will be 100 
feet wide and 20 feet will be added 
to Twelfth street, making it 100 
feet wide. The bulk of the im- 
provement will be paid through 
special taxes assessed against 23,- 
140 property owners in the dis- 
trict benefited.

INST. LOUIS DISTRICT 


With Expansion of Others, 
Improvements Costing $197,- 
. 000 Are Announced for 
September. 


Five new industries were added 
to the St. Louis industrial district 
during September, according to an 


announcement by the Industrial 
Club of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, 

. They are the Speed-O-Built Toys 
Manufacturing Co., 8303 Olive 
street road; Driscoll-Bruck & Co., 
makers of fishing tackle, 7047 
Gravois avenue; International 
Coin Separator Co., Inc., 2537 Nat- 
wral Bridge avenue; Breckenkamp 
Printing Co., 1854 Russell avenue, 
and Phillips Pipe Line Co., a sub- 
sidiary of the Phillips Petroleum 
Co., which has acquired a_ tract 
Near Cahokia for a $3,000,000 
terminal for its pipe line from 
Borger, Tex. 

The Phillips property will be 
improved with docks for handling 
barge shipments and facilities for 
storing, blending and distributing 
petroleum products. 

In addition, five firms an- 
nounced programs of expansion. 
The 10 projects will cost $197,000 
and furnish employment for 131 
persons, 

The percentage of industrial 

building permits issued in St. Louis 
in the first nine months of the year 
increased from a normal of from 
seven to nine, to 22.31 per cent 
but building permits as a whole 
during September fell off 44.02 per 
cent from those of September, last 
year. Bank clearings decreased 
14.24 per cent; debits to individual 
accounts decreased 20.66 per cent; 
industrial failures (liabilities) de- 
creased 95.79 per cent and local 
freight cars handled by the Ter- 
minal Railroad Association de- 
creased 21.74 per cent. Water 
consumption showed a gain of 2.85 
per cent and barge line tonnage 
25.02 per cent. 
“Comparison of the month of 
August with August, last year, 
shows the following decreases: 
Telephone calls, 8.52 per cent; rev- 
enue street car and bus passengers 
on the Public Service Co. lines, 
15.95 per cent; revenue passengers 
on the lines of the People’s Motor- 
bus Co., 11.25 per cent and indus- 
trial gas consumption, 22.97 per 
cent. The consumption of indus- 
trial electricity increased 29.27 per 
cent. 

Construction contracts awarded 
during September in St. Louis to- 
taled $3,148,400, as compared to 
$3,249,600 for the same period last 
year, a decrease of 3.11 per cent.

Modern Methods Permit Transmission 900 
Miles, Speakers at American Gas Associa- 
tion Session Assert.

ATLANTIC CITY: N. J., Oct. 17. 
Interesting facts about the rapid 
growth of the natural gas industry 
in the Unite@l States were brought 
out at the annual convention of 
the American Gas,Association here 
this week. \ 

One of the speakers was H. C. 
Cooper of Pittsburg, Pa., vice presi- 
dent of the Mississippi River Fuel 
Corporation, piping natural gas to 
St. Louis, who was elected chair- 
man of the natural gas section of 
the association. 

Edward F. McKay of Oklahoma 
City, mamager of the Oklahoma 
Utilities Association, said the in- 
vestment*in new natural gas pipe 
lines laid this year, or now under 
construction, would total 250,- 
000,000, and H. C. Morris of Dal- 
las, retiring chairman of the nat- 
ural gas section, said that when 
facilities now under way or defi- 
nitely planned . were ° completed 
natural gas would be distributed in 
38 states. This fuel was now pro- 
duced in, commercial quantities in 
25 states, he said. 

Morris said there were at pres- 
ent $0,000 miles of natural gas 
transmission lines in the United 
States and that 12,000 miles addi- 
tional had been started or project- 
ed this year. Sales of natural gas 
this year he estimated were 20 per 
cent greater than that of last year. 

Long Distance Piping of Gas. 

Some reasons for progress of the 
industry were given by Scott Tur- 
ner, director of the United States 
State Bureau of Mines. He said: 

“About three years ago trans- 
mission of natural gas fora  dis- 
tance of more than 250 miles from 
its source was first accomplished, 
and this was really a noteworthy 
engineering feat. Today this useful

western Kansas and adjacent 
areas, which may be combined to 
serve the Central United States;

While developments 
in the Rocky Mountain region in- 
dicate the presence of major sup- 
plies of gas, these have not yet 
been brough to anything like com- 
plete development. 

“From the region surrounding 
the Texas Panhandle lines are now 
being built to serve Indianapotliz, 
Chicago, St. Paul, Minneapolis and 
rumerous communities in the in- 
tervening territory. Upon comple- 
tion of these new lines, and when 
connections have been made with 
some of the older systems, nation- 
wide distribution of natural gas 
will be well within the bounds of 
posibility.”

At San Felipe the quake was 
felt distinctly although the dam- 
age was slight and no casualties 
were known. At La Liqua sever- 
al old houses were destroyed and 
several newer ones were somewhat 
damaged. Here several persons 
were injured. 

The quake was violent and pro- 
longed and accompanied by deep 
sounding subterranean noises. At 
San Fernando, where a panic was 
precipitated, there were no cas- 
walties. Talca, Concepcion and 
Angol reported less distinct shocks. 

Several houses In Liai Liai were 
destroyed. ie postoffice was re- 
duced nearly to ruin and several 
large stores were damaged. The 
roofs of several business houses 
caved in. One of the city’s prin- 
cipal streets was closed to traffic 
by the falling of a masonry wall. 
There was hardly a house in the 
city without some damage.

| CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Oct. 17.— 
| Extensive oligocene fossil deposits, 
including the remains of animals 
and birds, have been unearthed by 
a Harvard University expedition, 
near Torrington, Wyo., the univer- 
sity announced today. 

The expedition, sponsored by the 
Museum of Comparative Zoology 
at Harvard,. made the discoveries 
during last summer and brought 
back more than 6000 -pounds of 
fossil material. This comprised 
chiefly bones: of the little-known 
three-toed horse mesohippus and 
| the rhinoceres caenopus. 

The expedition also uncovered 
large deposits of bird material, this 
being considered of considerable 
importance in view of the fact that, 
heretofore, only a few fragments 
of bird bones of this period have 
been found in this country. 

It was necessary for the search- 
ers, working in a temperature 
above 100 degrees, to remove a 
three-foot layer of flinty limestone 
which rested about five feet above 
the layer of bones. The layer of 
bones, the announcement said. 
stretched for more than a half- 
mile and was from three to 10 
inches in thickness. 

On a side trip, the explorers 
found a dinosaur deposit and a 
complete skeleton of a promeryco- 
coerus an Omnivorous animal about 
the size of a pig. 

The material discovered is being 
prepared for display.

AN INVASION STAYED. 

When Sidney Franklin was going his best at show- 
ing the Spaniards that an Americano could deal 
death in the bull ring as deftly as a Castilian, he 
confidently sent word to this country that he was 
going to introduce the manly sport here as soon as 
he could get home. Later, Franklin’s message was 
that he had decided to present bloodless bull fighting 
to the American people, presumably using rubber 
clubs instead of swords.

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STATUS OF THE INSURANCE REFUND. 

Though refunding the excess collected in premiums 
for the year after Feb. 1, 1928, the stock fire and 
storm insurance ca@@panies affected by the 10 per 
cent reduction in 1922 still retain some $12,000,000 
which belongs to their policy-holders in Missouri. 

The insurance companies have apparently exhaust- 
ed their legal recourse, and. some of them are ad- 
mitting as much by beginning to make the entire 
refund. They have lost in both the State and 
Federal courts. Even the United States Supreme 
Court has been unable to see that they have 
not enjoyed due process in Missouri. The State 
therefore has appealed to its own Supreme Court for 
the appointment of a commissioner whose duty it 
shall be to supervise the refund for the period from 
1922. The court at first refused to entertain such 
a motion, but it has subsequently announced that it 
will rule in the matter. It is not certain that it 
will consider that it still has jurisdiction in a cause 
of so many years standing, byt there is some expecta- 
tion that the point will be waived and such a com- 
missioner appointed. 

Meantime, the insurance companies are withhold- 
ing from the policy-holders vast sums of money of 
which, as the Governor pointed out in refusing to 
compromise the refund, they have had the use, a mat- 
ter of no little profit te them. The case ought te be 
wound up, the money refunded. and the authority 
,of the State firmly established on the basis of the

It developed at ‘the annual convention of the 
American Gas Association meeting in Atlantic City 
this week that $250,000,000 ie beimg invested this 
year in natural gas pipe lines and that they will 
carry this fuel to thirty-eight states. 

St. Louis, Atlanta, Indianapolis, Cleveland, Kansas 
City, and many other populous cOmmunities within 
reach of the great gas fields, have already , 
reached with pipe lines. In some of these cities the 
use of gas for house heating is increasing by leaps 
and bounds. The Kansas City company, with some 
thing more than 6240 house heating customers last 
season, is going into the present season with more 
than 14,000. In St. Louis the use of natural gas up 
to this time is only industrial. The Laclede com- 


pany, which owns the local gas plant, has not yet} 


announced to what extent it will make natural gas 


something about it when competition threatened. 
The extent to which natural gas can be used by 
the people depends, of course, upon the price. St. 
Louis is paying some 95 cents per 1000 cubic feet 
for artificial gas, and the company has only 700 
house heaters. Kansas City is paying 61 cents for 
natural gas containing more thermal units, and 
therefore of greater efficiency. To be near the gas 
fields does not necessarily mean low rates. It de- 
pends upon the business management of the particu- 
lar community. This is why the Post-Dispatch has 
endeavored to warn Missouri cities against granting 


franchises. Franchises mean high rates. They de-| 


stroy the potential advantages of natural gas. Many 
communities are throwing away their chances for 
the benefits of ncetural gas by granting franchises. 
Others are better managed. They are biding their 
time. They are educating ‘themselves as to fran- 
chises, grants and permits. Some of them are stand- 
ing outright for municipal ownership of their dis 
tributing plants. They want to make natural gas 
available at a bedrock price. They can do that, too. 
They have only to resolve that they will do so. 
‘What can happen under improper management is 
illustrated by the experience of Oklahoma City. The 
gas wells are on the edge of town. Yet Oklahoma City 
it paying 57 cents for 1000 cubic feet, where Jack- 
son, Miss., much farther removed from the gas fields, 
is getting gas for 30 cents. The Daily Oklahoman is 
raising a rumpus about it. It is belaboring its city 
officials to do something about it. However, the best 
time to do something about it is when the serviée is 
established. If the opportunities of the people are 
overlooked then it is difficult to retrieve them. 
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CHICAGO’S SHAKSPEARE EXPERIMENT. 

Realization that the Chicago Civic Shakspeare So 
ciety is less than year old makes all the more 
remarkable the opfanization’s signal achievement f{n 
the business of making Shakspearean repertory a 
paying proposition. The society, whose actors are 
playing here this week, was formed about a year 
ago by Harley L. Clarke, who enlisted the co-opera- 
tion of prominent educators, editors, writers and 
financial leaders, but it will not be until Armistice 
day that the company can observe the first anni- 
versary of its inaugural performance. At the ontset 
Mr. Clarke volunteered to support the company, if 
necessary, for five years, at the rate of $250,000 a 
year, and all but $20,000 of the first year’s amount 
was spent forthwith in building 10 productions. 
For three months the company played in Chicago 
and then it went East. When the season was over 
the surprising result was that the organization had 
not only covered the $230,000 production cost, but 
had produced a profit of $146. Whether the effort 
will continue to be self-supperting, of course, remains 
to be sten. At any rate, on the basis of the first 
year Chicago has shown how to set up an organiza- 
tion for the permanent presentation of Shakspeare. 
There is only one other venture like it in the world 
and that is at Stratford-on-Avon.

Why Italy and France Disagree 


Present situation on Mediterranean goes back to natural racial development and long 
series of historical rivalries; negotiations toward understanding hampered by 
naval competition and Mussolini's speeches; nations clash both in North Africa 
and Balkans; French make error in looking down on Italians as an inferior people.

HE causes of mutual resentment and 

mistrust between France and Italy ard 

much too deep-rooted to be removed by 
any superficial treatment. Various investi- 
gations which I have made from time to 
time in Paris and Rome have revealed the 
unpleasant fact that future developments 
may prove to be more serious tian most 
people imagine. Bad feeling between the 
two Latin nations is the result of natural 
racial development and a long series of 
historical events which together have pro- 
duced an impasse calling for the closest 
attention of all those who have at heart the 
future peace of Europe. 

The French made a great mistake in re- 
garding the Italians as an inferior nation, 
in failing to take them seriously and in 
shutting their eyes to the undeniable fact 
that Italy’s power is growing with great ra- 
pidity. France, however, is still suffer. 
ing from a sense of “fear,” a legacy of 1914, 
which has an unfortunate influence on her 
relations with her neighbors. When this 
characteristic in a wealthy and powerful 
nation clashes with the pride and vitality 
of a less powerful Dut progressive neigh- 
bor, the result is not conducive to peace 
and concord. In Rome, on the other hand. 
anti-French feeling is most noticeable 
among all classes of Italians, who regard 
France as a great obstacle to their national

INDIANS AND PIONEERS. By 
Grant Foreman. (Yale University 
Press, New Haven. $4.00.) 


In “Indians and Pioneers” Grant 
Foreman has opened for the gen- 
eral reader a province of American 
history hitherto unknown to any 
but specialists and by them not 
adequately known. The country 
whose early history is now for the 
first time presented in a compre- 
hensive and systematic manner, is 
that part of the original Missouri 
territory which remained after the 
State of Missouri was erected out 
of the later Arkansas territory—a 
vast domain reaching to the Span- 
ish possessions, held as Indian 
country. and not opened up for 
white settlement until relatively 
recent years. It was in this terri- 
tory that the Removalk Act of 1830 
proposed to segregate the various 
Indian tribes. The present study 
begins with French and Spanish 
explorations in the region before 
the Louisiana Purchase and ends 
with the passage of Jackson's bill 
100 yedrs ago. The 
sources, in the main, are unpub- 
lished manuscripts found in the 
archives of various historical so- 
cieties and in Washington.

Arrested as Result of Alleged

Six Ste. Genevieve men were ar- 
rested today by Postoffice Inspec- 

tors under warrants charging them 
with censpiracy to prevent a Gov- 
ernment officer from performing 
his duties, issued here today by 
United States District Attorney 
Brewer. 

The complaint, made by Post- 
office Inspectors, grows out of al- 
leged threats against Louis Ribeau, 
Negro rural mail carirer, who was 
one of few Negroes to remain in 
Ste, Genevieve County after two 
whité men were killed by Negroes 
early Sunday. 

Those arrested were Herman E. 
Steiger, James Hurst, Louis Ryan, 
Russell Stokely, J. O. Crowley and 
William L. Martin. State officers 
arrested them Wednesday night in 
front of Ribeau’s home, - seizing 
three shotguns and two knives. 
They were fined $400 each for il- 
legal assembly Thursday and the 
fines were stayed. The new charge 
is punishable by a maximum sen- 
tence of six years in the peniten- 
tiary, $5000 fine or both. 

Ribeau, who came to St. Louis 
yesterday, was questioned by in- 
spectors today. He said white men 
warned him to leave Ste. Genevieve 
County on Sunday and Monday 
and that on Tuesday night a band 
of about 20 men called him from 
his home demanding that he leave 
town at once “for his own good.” 
He said he fled into an orchard 
and hid until he left for St.- Louis. 
The six prisoners told Postoffice 
Inspector Bunsen that they acted 
with a desire to protect Ribeau 
fro mresidents of the community 
who had riven more than 100 Ne- 
groes from the county by threats 
of violence.

Watson, bank robber, forger and 


confidence man, who was captured 
last month in an elaborate country 
home he had built in the Ozarks, 
was sentenced to his seventh term 
in prison yesterday when he plead- 
ed guilty in Federal Court of the 
robbery of the bank and postoffice 
at Troy Grove, Ill., July 9, last. 
Known as a pal of Jake Flea- 
gle, notoMous bank and train rob- 
ber, who was killed by Govern- 
ment agents at Branson, Mo., 
Tuesday, Watson has been accused 
in 15 bank robberies in five states 
since his last release from prison 
Oct. 17, 1928, exactly two years 
ago. He was sentenced to 10 years 
in Leavenworth Penitentiary. 
Watson’s criminal record runs 
back to 1906 when he was sen- 
tenced to the Iowa reformatory for 
burning a _ railroad station, in 
which he lived, to collect insur- 
ance on his belongings. In 1921 
he escaped twice from the Texas 
penitentiary at Huntsville and was 
recaptured, wounding two guards 
in the second break. 

Like Fleagle, Watson hid in the 
Ozark country to avoid Federal 
agents who were on his trail and 
like Flieagle he was betrayed by 
his correspondence, Fleagle wrote 
to women; Watson wrote to his 
father and brother. In each case 
Federal agents obtained their clews 
by watching the mails. 

Rewards totaling more than 
$20,000 for Watson’s arrest and 
conviction were outstanding when 
he was captured. It was not known 
today whether or not he would 
be taken to other cities fr trial 
in connection with the numerous 
bank robberies with which he is 
charged. 


Named in $14,000 Bank Holdup in 
Maplewood. 

The $14,000 holdup of the Cit- 
izens’ National Bank of Maple- 
wood in March, 1929, is one of the 
bank robberies in which Watson 
has been named. Jack Landry, 
fatally wounded in the Fountain 
Square Bank of Indianapolis, Ind., 
two months later, said Watson was 
his companion in both crimes, °

Sells Collins to White Sox. 


OR some seasons Charles Co-| 

miskey, owner of the White 

Sox, had been making overtures 
to me for Eddie Collins. When he) 
received my telegram.that I was 
selling players, he reopened nego- 
tiations for Eddie. 

As Eddie was our biggest asset, 
much as my fellow owners and 
myself regretted parting with him, 
we found it necessary to do so. So 
he was sold to the White Sox for 
the exact sum of $50,000, with no 
other players involved. 

While that was an enormous sum 
at the time, Eddie was cheap at the 
price. I always regarded that as 
the biggest bargain any one ever 
got in baseball. 

Collins quickly helped lift the 
White Sox into the pennant class, 
and Comiskey regained the money 
he invested in him tenfold. 

To take the place of Collins I 
was able to get Larry Lajoie back 
from Cleveland. In an earlier chap- 
ter I recounted at length how 
Lajoie joined me in 1901 but was 
lost the next year through court 
decision. 

I lost another star at this time, 
but thaf can’t be traced to my 
door. During the winter I _ re- 
ceived a letter from J. Franklin 
Baker, my heavy hitting third- 
sacker, who informed me he would 


now dead, visited me regularly and| 


not play in 1915, and moreover, he 
kept his word.

Function to That of a 
Spark Plug. 

The emphasis place.l upon vita- 
mins in the last few years has 
made them a familiar figure of

Gasoline, or fuel, is no use to the 
engine as long as it remains in the 
form of gasoline. The spark plug 
ignites it, producing a change, and

By some means unknown to us, 
the vitamins enable the body to 
make use of our food supply, which 
would be useless to us without the 
vitamins, just as the gasoline is 
useless without the action of the 
spark plug. 

Vitamins are active in very 
minute quantities, in which respect | 
they bear about the same relation 
to the rest of our food as the en- 
ergy produced by the spark plug 
bears to that generated by the gas- 
oline.

Whole milk cheese contains all the 
protein value of fhe milk in a con- 
centrated form, a large proportion 
of the minerals, especially lime and 
phosphorus and the butter fat, 
which supplies energy and vitamin 
A. It is therefore an excellent 
bone and tissue builder, and as 
there is practically no waste to 
cheese, it supplies all these mate- 
rials at a low cost. It is in fact, 
one of the most inexpensive forms 
of protein food we can buy. 
Cheese Combines Well. 

The savory flavor of most cheese 
makes it combine well with such 
bland foods as potatoes, macaroni, 
rice, bread, hominy and other ce- 
reals. Since these are starch foods, 
and cheese contains practically no 
carbohydrates, the combination is 
an excellent one, one food supple- 
menting the other. The high pro- 
tein content of cheese makes it a 
good substitute for meat. Accord- 
ing to studies carried on in the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture, it does not deserve the 
reputation for indigestibility that 
it has in some places, for these 
studies showed that cheese is from 
90 to 100 per cent digestible.

Use Leftovers in a Meat Pie, a 
Brown Ragout, Soup or 
Beef Croquettes. 


What to do with leftovers or how 
to plan so that there aren't any is 
a problem that is bethering many 
a new housekeeper as also many an 
old one, for that matter. 

It is seldom possible to plan so 
that there are no leftovers, but it is 
entirely possible to utilize those 
leftovers in the making of many an 
appetizing meal In fact this 
knowledge, or lack of it, often 
means the difference between ex- 
travagance or economy. 

Let us suppose that you wish to 
serve a steak dinner for two. A 
small porterhouse may be bought 
weighing about one and one-quar- 
ter pounds, or a sirioin cut of say 
one and one-half pounds. This lat- 
ter will prove more economical for 
sirloin: costs less per pound than 
a porterhouse, and while a sirloin 
steak is seldom good under one and 
one-half pounds, the extra will pro- 
vide a second meal Cut out the 
bone and save it, as it will make 
two servings of excellent hot or 
cold soup. Broil the steak and put 
aside the leftover for meat pie, a 
brown ragout, beef croquettes or 
Creole stew. For convenience we 
will take these various uses in the 
order named. 

Put the bone in a saucepan with 
two cups cold water, one-half tea- 
spoon salt, one small onion cut in 
slices, a dash of pepper and any 
odds and ends ef vegetables that 
may be on hand. A little celery or 
a handful of celery leaves, a strip 
of green pepper, string beans, car- 
rots, turnip—anything may be 
used. Cover the pan closely and 
Simmer for one and one-half hours. 

When done, strain, and for a jei- 
lied soup add one teaspoon gelatine

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PREPARING. FOODS 
FOR SPECIAL DEETS 


Definitions of the Three Gen- 
eral Classes Known as Spe- 
cial Diets. 

While the proper food is neces- 
sary to good health it is by no 
means the only requisite, and there 
are many times, even in the best 
of food regulated families, when 
some of these minor, or even the 
major ills attack somd member and 
the need arises for a special diet of 
some sort. In cases of severe ill- 
ness the physician prescribes a spe- 
cific diet, but there are many 
minor diseases where diet instruc- 
tions are more or less general, and 
the problem becomes one of know- 
ing how to interpret these and to 
select the food required. 

Dietetically speaking, food for 
the sick is divided into three gen- 
eral classes known as liquid, soft 
or semi-soft, and light or con- 
valescent diets. 

A definition of the three types 
of diets mentioned a few minutes 
ago will help in selecting the foods 
required. 

Diet. 


Liquid 

A liquid diet is the type that is 
easiest to digest and when the doc- 
tor recommends it he means it to 
includet clear soups and broths, 
beef tea and juice, cream soups 
made from vegetable juices and 
milk, cereal gruels, milk, plain or 
modified or combined with beaten 
egg, fruit juice, water, etc. The 
clear soups and broths have prac- 
tically no food value, but they 
serve as stimulants to the flow of 
gastric juice, they are pleasant to 
taste and they assuage hunger. 

Cereal gruels are especially use- 
ful when the appetite is poor, as 
they are rapidly digested and as- 


similated. Their fuel value de- 


pends on the amount and kind of 
cereal used. Milk contains some 
of all the elements required for the 
growth and maintenance of the 
body. It may be used in a great 
many ways and in combinations 
with the cereal gruels, eggs, cocoa, 
coffee, fruit juices, etc. In minor 
illnesses when a liquid diet is or- 
dered it is only for a few days and 
then a gradual return is made to 
the normal by means of a sem) 
diet. 

Soft Diet. ° 

The soft or semi-solid follows 
the liquid diet and includes all the 
foods in the former and such 
things as milk toast, cream of 
vegetable soups, boiled and baked 
custards, souffles, gelatine whips 
and jellies, fruit ices, milk and 
fruit sherbets. etc. 

Diet. 

The light or convalescent diet 
consists of a good variety of sim- 
ple, wholesome foods—all the ones 
mentioned above and in addition 
lean meat, chicken, fish, purees of 
green vegetables, stewed or baked 
fruits, omelets, poached eggs, eta 
Small portions of food should be 
served, only a few foods used at & 
time, and meals served at regu 
intervals.

Apple Betty. 

This ts so good when rightly 
made, and so easily ruined in the 
making. It is so simple, too—ap- 
ples, breadcrumbs, sugar, a little 
spice, a little butter—nothing more 
is needed. The apples must be 
tart and juicy, Baldwins or Green- 
ings or some similar variety. If 
not sure what varieties are good 
cooking apples, ask the grocer. 
Some apples are best adapted for 
cooking, some for eating raw, and 
others may be used for both pur- 
poses. 

When making apple betty, meas- 
ure about three times as many 
diced apples as breadcrumbs. 
These should be the coarse hard,

dry kind that are ground through 
the meat chopper. Mix one and 
with one- 
third cup melted butter. Spread 
one-third of them in a baking dish, 
and cover with two cups diced ap- 
ples. Sprinkle the apples with 
white or brown sugar or with ma- 
ple sugar and a little cinamon. 
Add another layer of crumbs, two 
cups more of apples, sugar, etc., as 

fore, and then the last of the 
crumbs. Cover the dish and bake 
in a moderate oven for 25 minutes, 
uncover and continue baking 15 
to 20 minutes longer. Serve warm 
with cream or hard sauce. This 
makes enough for four good serv- 
ings.

Cold meats are always relished 
and a roast once a week is a good 
means of assuring at least one 
meal of this character from a 
home cooked supply.
